In a nationwide search rhai 
followed, according to the docu- 
ments, hundreds of scraps of infor- 
mation about Ruby ’s character and 
past came to light — but none ’o 
contradict Ruby’s own claim that 
he acted alone and for purely 
emotional reasons. 

Scores of times in the files on 
Ruby the sentence appears. ‘ (name 
of person Interviewed* did not 
know Lee Harvey Oswald and has 
no knowledge of any connection 
between Ruby and Oswald. *
